WASHINGTON. (A»l—President 
Roosevelt vetoed today a bill to 
extend for two years low interest 
rates on federal land hank loans. 

In a message to the hou.se an¬ 
nouncing his action he said that 
the veto was based on a general 
lowering of farm mortgage in¬ 
terest rates, an increase in the 
ability of farmers to pay interest 
and on the administration policy 
of trying to balance the budget 
during the fi.scal year 1938. 

The bill also would broaden the 
field of loans on which interest 
reductions were granted by in¬ 
cluding a four per cent rate on 
land bank commission loans. This 
would be a cut from 5 per cent. 

The bill would have extended 
through this fiscal year the 3.5 
per cent rate on federal land bank 
loans and through the second year, 
ending June 30, 1939, would have 
provided a four per cent rate.

KILL 2, JAIL 141 
IN STEEL CLASH 

Toll for Week Hits 
I 5; Police Quizzed 

MASSILLON, O. (,P)—Two men 
died today of bullet wounds re¬ 
ceived in a clash between police 
and strikers near a steel workers 
organizing committee headquar¬ 
ters here, bringing to 1,'5 the toll 
of the seven-week-old steel strike. 

Six other persons were wounded 
in the clash. Police arrested 141 
men, charging them with sus¬ 
picion and dl.sorderly conduct, or 
holding them on open charges for 
investigation, 

Flugencio Calzada, identified as 
a native of Mexico and a former 
Republic mill employe, was the 
first to die. Coroner Edward 
Reno said a .38 caliber revolver 
bullet crashed through the back 
of Calzada's head, 

Nick Valdos, 45, died of a gun- 
■shot wound in the abdomen .sev¬ 
eral hours after the fighting. Po¬ 
lice said they had not determined 
his affiliations. 

TO REOPEN 51ILLS i 

Plans went forward meanwhile { 
for the reopening of the last 
major units of steel mills closed by 
the strike which at its height 
made 100,000 men idle in seven 
states, ’These are the works of 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co„ at 
Indiana Harbor, Ind., where 7700 
workers have been idle. 

In Columbus, Ohio, federal 
judge Mell G, Underwood ordered 
immidlate hearing on ita merits 
of a A, C, I. O, suit to enjoin the 
use of national guardsmen in the 
Mahoning valley strike zone. He 
reserved decision on the state’s 
efforts to obtain a change of 
venue. 

POLICE BESIEGE BUILDING 

In Massillon, guns blazed in¬ 
termittently for nearly an hour as 
uniformed and special city police 
besieged a two-story frame build¬ 
ing in and near which strikers 
and sympathizers had assembled. 
The structure is 500 feet from the 
main entrance to a Republic Steel 
corp, plant, 

Ohio national guardsmen were 
rushed from Canton, 

Major H, O, Curley, former 
army officer named by police chief 
Stanley Switter to aid him during 
the steel strike, said the steel ' 
workers started the violence b.v 
stoning him and’ firing upon po- , 
lice, 

Harold J, Ruttenberg, steel 
workers’ organizing committee re- ■ 
search director, ■ charged the offi¬ 
cers fired revolvers, shotguns and 1 ' 
tear gas shells into strikers and 
sympathizers “without provoca¬ 
tion," 

Three patrolmen who partici¬ 
pated in the affray confirmed 
Curley’s assertion.

Earlier Lind.say had cla.shed 
Colombo over the attorney's con¬ 
stant objections to testimony of 
Arnold Freeman, Detroit Times 
photographer who .said "hoodlums” 
participated in the rout of United 
Automobile Workers' organizers at 
the, plant May 26 and added that 
one man was pointed out to him 
as "leader of the down-river 
gang,” 

Colombo confined his cross ex¬ 
amination of Freeman to estab¬ 
lishing the photographers’ mem¬ 
bership in the American News¬ 
paper guild, an affiliate of the 
committee for industrial organi¬ 
zation. 


Loyal Troops Break 
Lines, Capture 900 

MADRID, Thou.sands of 

nsurgents outside Madrid’s gates 
or the past eight months wore 
.hreatened with disaster today by 
the government drive sla.shing 
into the insurgent lines west and 
northwest of the besieged capital. 

The government defen.se min¬ 
ister announced Gen. Jo.se Miaja’s 
battalions captured Villaneuva del 
Pardillo, 15 miles west of Madrid, 
and took 900 prisoners, including 
seven officers. 

The northern edge of the huge 
insurgent triangle, which has its 
ba.ses roughly at Aranjuez, 25 
miles .south, and Escorial to the 
northwest and its apex at Madrid, 
is regarded by military experts as 
already in a precarious position. 

A government wedge has been 
driven into the heart of the tri¬ 
angle to Brunete, in the direction 
of Navalcarnero, important in.sur- 
gent supply base. 

From the south, in the direction 
of Sesena, and from the Usera 
district, outside the triangle’s 
southern edge, the government has 
directed strong pushes, forcing 
the insurgents to keep their lines 
heavily manned instead of being 
able to send men as reinforce¬ 
ments to the threatened northern 
front. 

Ob.servers said the striking part 
of the new offensive, aimed to 
lift the siege, has been the most 
inten.sive aerial attacks launched 
by the government thus far in the 
war. 

American and Canadian volun¬ 
teers were said to have played im¬ 
portant roles in the activities. 

1,000,000 DEAD IN 
.SPANI.SH WAR 

VALENCIA. (A'l-The toll of 
human lives in Spain’s 51-week- 
old civil war was estimated today 
as nearly 1,000,000, although gov¬ 
ernment officials are unable to set 
any definite figures for either 
deaths or property loss. 

The death total for the first 
five months of the war was given 
as 700,000 in figures publi.shed 
three months ago by the govern¬ 
ment propaganda office. 

The number of soldiers killed at 
the front recently has been set at 
more than 100,000 for both the 
government and the in.surgents 
Government sources believe In.sur- 
gent losses now outnumber their 
own because of the great cost in 
lives of the in.surgent capture f 
Bilbao. 

Wounded have been estimated as 
at least double the number killed.

Debate in the United States sen¬ 
ate over the supreme court reor¬ 
ganization bill is waxing plenty 
hot and promises to be prominent 
in the headlines of newspaperdom 
for sometimes to come. To the 
Townsend folk who believe the 
criticism given Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend for having spoken his 
opposition to the contemplated 
legislation unjust, it is amusing 
and somewhat gratifying to dis¬ 
cover the most strenuous critics of 
President Roosevelt’s court meas¬ 
ure are outstanding Democratic 
party .senators.

Judging by the statements of 
Senator Pat McCarran, appearing 
in yesterday's press reports, the 
expected exerted pres.sure is be¬ 
ginning to manifest itself. Accord¬ 
ing to the press report. Senator 
McCarran is being threatened with 
the loss of government help in 
connection with certain Nevada 
projects, which state the senator 
hails from. Postma-ster-General 
Farley seems to have also threat¬ 
ened the outspoken senator with 
possible expulsion from the Demo¬ 
cratic party, which, however, 
doesn’t daunt the Nevada senator 
at all. Instead of showing the 
cowardice of sub.serviency, the able 
senate member voices his defiance 
of the administration forces who 
would pass the steam roller over 
him, by .shouting:

WA.SHINGTON. (.PI—Labor de¬ 
partment .statistics disclosed to¬ 
day the number of .strikes begin¬ 
ning in April was about 25 per 
cent lower than In March, when 
there were the most strikes of any 
month in 20 year.s. 

April’s industrial strife still was 
unusually high, the department 
said. The month showed a 160 
per cent increase in strikes over 
April, 1936. 

A total of 177,000 workers was 
involved in strikc.3 beginning in 
April, and 350,000 were involved 
in all strikes. Their idleness rep¬ 
resented 3,385,000 man-days.

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SEX SLAYER 
DIES IN CHAIR 

Recites 23rd Psalm 
As Switch Is Pulled 

BELLEFONTE, Pa. (.P» -Alex¬ 
ander Meyer, 20, son of a well- 
to-do retired coal operator, died 
In the electric chair at Rockview 
penitentiary today for the sex 
slaying of 16-year-old Helen 
Moyer, a high school girl. 

White-faced, but outwardiy calm, 
Meyer wa-s led from his death 
cell and placed In the chair at 
32:31 a. m. fE.ST). He was pro¬ 
nounced dead four minutes later. 

The young slayer died as he re¬ 
cited the Twenty-third P.salm, re¬ 
peating it after Rev. C. F. I-auer, 
the pri.son chaplain. They had 
reached "amen” when the switch 
was pulled that sent 20,000 volts 
through his body. 

After the execution his body 
was turned over to Dr. L. U. 
Zeck, York county coroner, who 
performed a po.st-mortem. 

"For experimental purposes," 
the doctor said. 

Meyer, who was on parole from 
Huntington reformatory for an¬ 
other sex crime, pleaded guilty to 
the slaying of the high school girl. 

Helen Moyer disappeared on 
Feb. 11 on her way home from 
school. Meyer, arrested a few 
days later, .said in a statement 
that he ileliberately ran her down 
with a truck. Then he attacked 
her and tossed her body down an 
abandoned well. Next day he 
dynamited the weil to "hide the! 
evidence.” 'Fhe explosion mangled ' 
the girl's body, but failed to seal! 
the well.

The Orange County Fruit ex¬ 
change today delivered a resound¬ 
ing rap to .shippers who are at¬ 
tempting to market frost-dam- 
ag'cd fruit. 

In a statement to the pres.s, the 
exchange said, "Market reports 
generally indicate the fruit re¬ 
ceived to date has given reason¬ 
able consumer .satisfaction. It is, 
however, regrettable that a few 
shippers in the county are appar¬ 
ently persisting in their attempt 
to market fruit that i.s damaged 
beyond that allowed under the 
state standardlxation law. 

"If many shippers were to en¬ 
gage in this .sort of practice, mar¬ 
ket values would very quickly he 
demoralized and consumer confi- 
flence totally de.stroyed. Growers 
only need to remember the fall of 
1!)22 to recall what happens when 
frost-damaged fruit is offered for 
sale, and that experience could 
very ea.sily occur again if any 
quantity of badly damaged fruit 
is shipped from the state. 

"We hold firmly to the bell 'f 
that the orange industry wall 
serve Itself best, both from a shor' 
time and long time viewpoint, by ' 
living up to the requirements of 
the state standardization law. We 
believe the growers themselves I 
could be of con.sirlerable assist- I 
anee along this line if they would 
demand that their packing house, 
as well as every other shifiper, live 
up to the rules of the game." 


With a roar heard over the en¬ 
tire beach city, Oreo Oil com¬ 
pany's No. 1 well at Huntington 
Beach came in last night, shoot¬ 
ing out .'1,000,000 cubic feet of gas.

A merchantable crop of 12,150 
cars remained as of July 11, com¬ 
pared to 20,697 at this time last 
year, according to reports by the 
California-Arizona Orange and 
Grapefruit agency. The figures 
are for packed and loose fruit. 

The total merchantable crop for 
the sea.son stands at 22,750 cars. 
Shipments to July 10 amounted to 
10,600 carloads. 

SHIP 1766 CARS 

Figures on shipments by the 
Orange County Fruit exchange at 
Orange also show the decline be¬ 
low last year's shipments. Up to 
July 1 a total of 1776 cars of 
Valencias were moved through the 
exchange, as compared to 1903 
carloads at that time last year. 

Associations affiliated with the 
exchange shipped 917 carloads of 
fruit in June, 44 of which were 
sold through the Los Angeles dis¬ 
tributing plant. The remaining 
873 carloads were sent to do¬ 
mestic and foreign markets. 

Lemon shipments from the dis¬ 
trict for the month of June 
amounted to 50 cars, which brings 
the total shipments to date of 
this variety to 239 carloads.

ANTED FOR MLRDKR 

One hundred and thirty-three 
yearn a^o, yenlerday, Alexander 
Hamilton fell on the “field of 
honor” at Weehawken, N. »T., as 
the outcome of a pistol duel with 
Aaron Burr, vice.-presidcnt of the 
United States. 

With the death of Hamilton 
came the death of Aaron Burr’s 
politic.al career. His popularity 
had been on the wane before the 
duel. After the traffic affair. Burr 
became one of the most hated men 
ill the country. A demand for his 
arrest was raised and the grand 
juries of N'ew’ V'ork and New Jer¬ 
sey drew up separate indictments 
for murder against him. Burr fled 
to South Carolina, a fugitive from 
justice. 

Remaining at his daughter’s 
home there until the affair frooled 
off somewhat, the vice-president 
went to Washington to take up his 
duties. On Feb. 14, 180.5, the im- 
lieachment trial of Justice of the 
Supreme Courl Samuel (.'hase, be¬ 
gan. Charged with malfeasance 
of office, Chase was tried by the 
U. S. senate. In aic.ordanee with 
his office as vice-president, Aaron 
Burr conducted the trial—though 
he himself was living under two 
charges of murder! Under the pro¬ 
tection of congressional Immunity, 
Burr could not be prosc<!uted until 
the end of his term, due to expire 
on March 4, 1805. Chase won an 
ac(|iiittal on .March I and Burr 
hade farewell to his duties on 
March 2. 

Burr never was brought to trial 
for the murder cliarges against 
him but in 1806 was triiHl for trea¬ 
son after an alleged attempt to 
invade .Mexico and form an empire 
which he supposedly intended to 
link with the southwestern states 
of the union. He was acquitted on 
these charges, bci'ame a poverty 
stricken, obmuire figure, and died 
in 18.S6, a broken man.

Tryon, sees a lone, unsuspecting 
! traveler, begins to whirl at a furi- 
' ous rate, and close.s in. 
i The traveler, he is sorry to rc- 
I port, “is immediately deposited in 
j the form of an unctuous syrup. 
The whimpus promptly ceases re¬ 
volving, leaves the trail for a com¬ 
fortable spot under .some nearby 
Ivy and with great relish licks off 
the syi'up. 

“Without doijbt this beast ha.s 
been responsible for the tales of 
people who have gone to walk in 
the forest but who have never re¬ 
turned.” 

Tryon himself, although he has 
“tracked down" some of these fe¬ 
rocious creatures, is a mild, blond 
chap. Collecting woodland data 
is a sideline which keeps him 
amused. 

“1 regard the yarns as deserving 
a definite place in American folk¬ 
lore." he says.

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FASCISM: RIGHT-WING OR LEFT-WING? 

Everybody—that is, everybody except those who find 
one of these totalitarian forms of government more sweetly 
reasonable and more wholly admirable than our Anglo- 
Saxon democracy—seems to agree that there is nothing 
to choose between Communism and Fascism when it comes 
to dictatorial suppression or denial of human freedom. 

In their inevitable systems of secret police, firing 
squads, blood purges, spying and censorship, the dictator¬ 
ships of Europe are as alike as several peas. 

We recognize without difficulty the close parallel 
between the iron-fisted methods by which the unofficial 
czar, kaiser and Caesar rule over Reds, Brown Shirts and 
Black Shirts alike. 

But we mostly fail to recognize another similarity just 
as striking in the natures of these two political systems. 
Perhaps because they regard each other as natural 
enemies, perhaps because they are so often presented to 
us as alternatives between which we must choose sooner 
or later, we fail to notice this other fundamental likeness 
between the two. 

We pigeonhole Soviet Russia in our minds as a left- 
wing experiment, but we classify the Rome and Berlin 
dictatorships as right-wing revolutions. 

Now a left-wing movement is a swing toward collec¬ 
tivism—toward a classless society as the distant goal, 
perhaps, but with complete regimentation of all citizens, 
high and low alike, as its immediate objective. In its 
methods and objectives the Fascist state of today is no 
whit less an experiment in collectivism. 

In other words, although the professed final goal of 
Fascism is not that of the Marxists, it is in all other 
respects a horrible example of applied collectivism, and 
therefore properly to be classed as a left-wing movement. 

It is the absolute opposite of democracy. 


IT’S A PROBLEM FOR UNCLE SAM 

With California counties already overloaded by the 
relief problem, new difficulties are fast cropping up due 
to the heavy influx of destitute families from the “dust 
bowl" area of the Midwest. 

Describing the condition of these newcomers in the 
San Joaquin valley as “shocking,” Harold H. Robertson, 
field secretary of the Gospel Army, national body, draws 
a dark picture. 

He tells of homeless, jobless families from Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Kansas and their ragged, hungry 
children camping out along the highways and in fields 
under “unbelievably” squalid conditions. 

They are beset by tuberculosis, typhoid, pneumonia 
and various social di.seases, and county hospitals as well 
as relief agencies are overtaxed, he said. 

They came to California, he reported, from the “dust 
bowl” area to find work and homes in the fertile agricul¬ 
tural valley and, almost without warning, the past seven 
months’ migration has created a serious situation. 

If you drive along the highway, with your eyes open, 
you can find a similar situation existing in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Our laws provide little or no aid for these unfortunate 
newcomers. Our finances are strained taking care of our 
own needy. Nor can they get assistance from their home 
states once they have definitely moved out. 

It’s a federal problem, and California’s predicament 
emphasizes the importance of sensible and far-reaching 
action by Uncle Sam in regard to penniless transients who 
cannot subsist without public help. 


ELIMINATE THIS PERIL TO CHILDHOOD 

In view of the horrible triple murder at Inglewood 
performed by a WPA playground guard and the morals 
charge against another WPA recreation worker at La 
Habra, people should demand that no man be placed on 
duty with children unless he can demonstrate the right 
kind of qualities. 

School teachers are required to meet rigid require¬ 
ments as to character and influence before they are 
allowed to have youngsters in their care. 

No reason why playground and crossing guards 
shouldn’t have to pass the same inspection. 

They associate closely with the little ones and are in a 
position to have a large influence over the tots. 

And if they have any immoral or criminal tendencies, 
the way is open sometimes for easy gratification—with 
deplorable results. 

Else why the Inglewood crime and the La Habra case? 

Mothers and fathers should demand that authorities 
eliminate the laxity which allows the wrong kind of men 
to associate with their children. 


THEIR CRIES FALL ON HEEDFUL EARS 

“In sorrowing line the children stand. 

Each holding forth an hungry hand.” 

This couplet might describe a breadline in the 
stricken cities of war-torn Spain more accurately than it 
does the sad plight of some 1.325 school children in Orange 
county last session. 

But hunger is the same the world over, and the young¬ 
sters are suffering in both cases. 

They won’t go hungry in Santa Ana next year, thank 
goodness, if Judge J. B. Tucker, general chairman of the 
Community Chest campaign, has his way. 

He wants to include a sum for feeding the needy kids 
here in the coming chest budget. 

Sounds like a grand idea. Ever since the board of 
supervisors ignored the plea of Superintendent of County 
Schools Ray Adkinson for a $10,000 budget to take care 
of this matter, people all over Orange county have been 
wondering how the various communities were going to 
raise funds for this imperative purpose. 

Judge Tucker has pointed the way, we hope.
